|his way from the pack later by trail- 
{ing a large berg. 

The icecap, which was described by 
the explorer as actually two icecaps. 
now covers approximately 700 square 

imiles and so far as he could deter- 
mine was receding ,or becoming 
smaller, 

For years, scientists, according to 
MacMillan, have sought information 
concerning the possible remainder of 
this icecap of the pleistocene period 
which covered all of New England 
with solid ice to a depth of 5,000 
feet, leaving only the tip of Mount 
Washington showing. It is estimated 
that the icecap existed for 35,000 
years. Photographs were made which 
can be used in determining definitely 
next year if it is receding. 

Dr. W. ©. Kendall, of the United 
States bureau of fisheries, told of 
finding the “gamiest’ fish he ever 
hooked on a fly in a little pool north 
of Frobisher’s bay. He said it ap- 
peared to be a species of a “true” sea 
trout as distinguished from the so- 
called sea trout of Nova’ Scotia and 
New Brunswick, which is actually a 
species of brook trout.

“An aide, one of those faultlessly 
attired offieers bedecked with gold 
braid and lace, who may always be 
seen near the president when he ap- 
pears at formal functions, had been 
having some dental work done and a 
piece of temporary material had been 
put in place in order that he might 
present his usual flawless appearance 
at the dinner. This’ structure melted 
at the first spoonful of hot soup, and 
I feel sure his dinner’ partner 
thought he had been stricken with 
facial paralysis from the contortions 
he made in an effort to cover the 
deficiency.”

Desperate Fight Over Sliding 
Scale Is in Pros- 
pect.

Senate republicans, anxious to . get 
the tariff out of the way before the 
regular session in December, agreed in 
party conference today to have the 
senate meet an hour earlier than the 
usual noon convening time beginning 

Monday. 

The majority senators also listened 
to a plen by Senator Watson, of 
Indiana, the party leader, that they 
buckle down to the task of disposing 
of the issue in the quickest pussible 
time. 

The committee majority is prepared 
now to favor the house provision pro- 
hibiting importation of goods having 
an American trade mark unless the 
consent of the owner of the. trade 
mark is given. 

While predictions had been made 
that the republican conference would 
deal with dissension in majority 
ranks and efforts to bring protestants 
into line, no attention was given to 
this situation, nor were rates or any 
other controversial sections of the 
bill discussed. 

Thirty-seven of the 55 republicans 
in the senate attended the gathering, 
including Senators Nye, North Da- 
kota, and Howell, Nebraska, members 
of the independent group opposing 


the bill. 
Didn’t Attend. 

Senators Borah, Idaho; Norris, Ne- 
braska, and La Follette, Wisconsin, 
also independents, did not attend. 

Those present included Senators 
Steiwer, Oregon; Oddie, Nevada; 
Jones, Washington, and Thomas, 
Idaho, with other far western repub- 
licans. 

They have held informal meetings 
of their own-with a view to muster- 
ing strength to restore duties on 
lumber, shingles, and other products 
which the finance committee either 
placed back on the free list or on 
which they eliminated house increases 
in rates.

Studies by the federal agriculture 
experts is the discovery that man- 
ganese sulphate is needed in many 
areas for the production of profit- 
able crops.

SNEEZERS SHOULD KNOW 


THEIR RAGWEED. 
One in every 50 or 60 persons has 
hay fever. Some subjects of pollinosis, 
as we doctors call it, do the bulk of 


their sneezing, and grousing—for 
which I don’t blame ’em at all—in 
the spring of the year. If it is in 
the very early spring, March-April, 
they are probably sensitive to sonie 
tree pollen. If it is .in May-June 
more likely they react to plantain, 
Bermuda grass, red top or orchard 
grass. The most popular season for 
sniffing, red eyes, and moist noses, 
not to mention general cantankerous- 
ness and misery, is August. In August 
the dear old goldenrod blooms every- 
where, no less than 125 species of it 
throughout America, and board and 
room at the hay fever resorts sells 
like hot cakes. Yet goldenrod in any 
species is rarely responsible for polli- 
nosis or for running noses. Sometimes 
I suspect the brilliant goldenrod is 
just another instance of nature’s pro-

No matter which pollen it happens 
to be, one way to get away from it 
is a trip on the Great Lakes, and 
maybe a‘stay at Duluth, Mackinaw, 
Two Rivers or_somewhere about the 
lake. All hay fever resorts are more 
or less a gamble—that is, for relief 
‘in .-your particular season. Roan 
Mountain,-Tenn.; Moosehead Lake, 
Maine: Banff, Muskoka region, and 
Nova Scotia; Green mountains, Ver- 
mont; Adrondacks, New York; Santa 
Cruz, Cal.: Pocono mountains, Penn- 
sylvania; Silver Plume, Col.; Salt 
Lake City, Utah: Black mountains, 
North Carolina; Hot Springs, S. D., 
anda sea voyage, while it lasts, is 
probably the best of all. 

Sufferers are learning that it pays 
to undergo the necessary skin tests 
to determine which pollen is respon- 
sible, and then a course of immuniza- 
tion against that pollen. The treat- 
ment is of course most effective if 
started several weeks before the usual 
season; but it is beneficial even when 
not started until the individual's at- 
tack is on.

SLAYER OF THREE 
WILL BE PAROLED 


Nashville, Tenn., September 19.~ 
(P)—D. E. “Ed” Baxter, confessed 
slayer of three members of his wife's 
family, today became eligible for im- 
mediate parole from the state pent- 
tentiary when Governor Horton sign- 
ed a commutation reducing charges 
against him from first to second de- 
gree murder. 

Baxter pleaded guilty at Memphis 
in May, 1914, to the murder of hia 
wife’s parents, I. C. and Edna Smith, 
and her brother, Oscar Smith. He en- 
tered prison. June 19, 1914, under 
three sentences of life imprisonment. 

Judge Jesse Edington, who served 
as trial judge, a former assistant 
attorney-general, and other influen- 
tial citizens joined in the plea for 
executive clemency, claiming that 
Baxter was infuriated at the time of 
the triple killings because his wife's 
family had induced her to leave Bax- 
ter’s home. 

The letters indicated that Mrs, 
Baxter called for her husband to go 
to her at the Smith home, and that 
when Baxter arrived, his wife’s par- 
ents refused to allow him to enter. 

Baxter said the father threatened 
him and he killed Smith in self-de 
fense, but shot Mrs. Smith acciden- 
tally.

BRITISH AND FRENCH 
CLASH OVER ARMIES 


Geneva, September 19.—(/)—Two 
subjects weighty with importance in 
the crusade for world peace and se- 
curity—disarmament and “inapplicu- 
ble treaties”—engaged the attention of 
the League of Nations assembly t- 
day. 

The first centered around.the prob- 
lem of limiting trained army reserves 
in seeking a basis for a’ general dis- 
armament agreement, It developed a 
sharp conflict of attitudes between 
representatives of Great Britain and 
France. 

The second subject found its ve- 
hicle for discussion in China’s wish to 
be freed from what her leaders call 
the burden of “unequal treaties’’ with 
the great western nations, 

Both discussions were inconclusive 
today. The dé¢bate on military ques- 
tions. will be resumed tomorrow in 
the committee on disarmament. The 
Chinese proposal, together with a sub- 
stitute backed by Great Britain, Bel- 
gium and other countries which were 
victors in the World War, was re- 
ferred to a sub-committee. 

The assembly this evening, in con- 
junction with the council of the 
league, elected two new judges for the 
permanent court of international jus- 
tice at The Hague. Both vacancies 
were caused by deaths within the 
year. Sir Cecil Hurst was chosen to 
succeed the late Lord Finlay, of Great 
Britain, and Henri Fromageot, legal 
adviser of the French ministry of for- 
eign affairs, was chosen to take the 
place of his compatriot, Dr. Andre 
Weiss. 

The clash today between British 
and French thought on the question 
of trained army reserves as a factor 
in disarmament was foreseen last week 
when Lord Robert Cecil, of Great 
Britain, announced his purpose to in- 
troduce a resolution suggesting that 
fhe preparatory disarmament commis- 
sion consider the limiting of land 
forces, both as to personpel and ma- 
terial.

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BANKER TO MAKE LOANS 


Hildt, Baltimore Financier, 
To Organize Banking 
Division. 


Washington, September 19.—(4)— 
The federal farm board laid the foun- 
dation today for handling the $500,- 
000,000 farm relief fund on a banking 
basis by obtaining the services of 
Thomas Hildt, Baltimore financier, to 
organize a division of banking opera- 
tions. 

The purpose of the division is to 
protect the government funds by in- 
vestigating applications for loane, as- 
certaining that the security for the 
loans is satisfactory and otherwise 
carrying on the usual banking pro- 
cedure in making loans. 

Its particular work will deal with 
applications for loans by co-operatives 
for the construction of storage and 
shipping facilities which the board ex- 
pects will mount in number within the 
next few months. Supplemental! loans 
made by the board to funds already 
advanced by the intermediate credit 
banks will not necessarily come under 
its purview. It is planned to permit 
Hildt to develop the division accord- 
ing to the needs and experience of 
the board. 

Although the need for such a divi- 
sion has been felt since the board was 
organized, its members have concen- 
trated on making supplemental loans 
to aid farmers as much as possible in 
handling this year’s crop. 

The board announced President 
Hoover approved Hildt’s selection. 

Hildt is a partner of the banking 
firm of Alex Brown and Sons, of Bal- 
timore, financiers of public utility, 
commercial and co-operative market- 
ing organizations. 


BUSINESS HEADS CALL 
FOR LAW IN ORLEANS 


New Orleans, September 19.—(/)— 
Protesting against “lawlessness and 
crime” and the traffic situation in 
New Orleans during the street car 
strike, still in effect, representatives 
of nine city-wide business exchanges 
late today called upon the city com- 
mission council to “enforce the law 
as written on the statute books.” 


The business men blamed the situa- 
tion on the strike, declaring that the 
“unspeakable crimes and outrages of 
dynamiting, bombing, rioting and ar- 
son have brought upon us criticism 
and contempt from all over the coun- 
try, and seem to imply helplessness 
on the part of our municipal govern- 
ment and which, needless to say, re- 
sults in irreparable injury to our 
community.” 

“Be it resolved.” said resolutions 
yassed by the trade bodies and pre- 
sented to the council, “that we con- 
sider it the duty of the commission 
council to see that the police and 
judges of the recorder’s courts en- 
force the law, or in lieu thereof, find 
persons who will enforce the, law as 
written on the statute books.”

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BARED IN BANK PROBE 


$25,000 Paid Chairman of 
Defunct Bank, Evidence 
Reveals. 


New York, September 19.—()— 
Evidence that General Sessions Judge 
Francis X. Mancuso, former chair- 
man of the defunct City Trust Com- 
pany, was paid $25,000 in monthly 
instalments by F. M. Ferrari, late 
president of the bank, was placed to- 
day before the extraordinary grand 


jury investigating the bank failure in 


Brooklyn. 

The evidence was discovered when 
George Ziniti and Louis Tavornina, 
former officials of the City Trust con- 


nected with its Brooklyn branch, the | 


Atlantic State bank, went to Dis- 
trict Attorney Joab Banton in Man- 
hattan yesterday and offered to turn 
state's evidence. 

Banton called in District Attorney 
Frank Dodd, of Brooklyn, and with 
assistants and a representative of the 
state banking department they went 
to the Brooklyn 
opened two -safe 
controlled. 

One of them contained 10 checks 
for $1,000 each drawn by Ferrari to 
Judge Mancuso and indorsed by the 
latter. There were also stubs and a 
baiance sheet showing that in all 
there had been 25 such payments. The 
checks were dated in 1927 and 1928.

Gin Price 
War Brings 
Farm Relie} 


Marion, Ark., September 19.—(4)— 
A gin feud has brought real farm re- 
lief to eastern Arkansas cotton grow- 
ers. The west Memphis gin and the 
M, L. Thompson cotton gins here are 
in the midst of a price war. 

The gins are charging ginning 
prices ranging from nothing to one- 
third of the usual charges and then 
bid high for the seed. 


The war has been in progress three 
weeks with no peace in sight. It has 
forced many privately owned gins to 
cease operation. The gins have paid 
as high as $45 a ton for seed after 
ginning the cotton free. 

R. G. Smith, manager of the west 
Memphis gin and known to radio fans 
as the fiddling ‘‘Uncle Bob” says he 
16 enjoying the war immensely. “Why 
I was in a ginning war in Forrest 
City 30 years ago when we paid top 
prices for seed, ginned the cotton 
free and paid the farmers for bring- 
ing us their business.” 

M. L. Thompson, owner of the 
Thompson gin, is accustomed to price 
wars. He is a central figure in Crit- 
tenden county politics and was a prin- 
cipal in a gasoline war in Memphis a 
few years ago. He says he can oper- 
ate his gin at a cost of 10 cents a 
bale and added that he is ginning 
about 72 bales a day.

Professor Says in Treatise

_New York, September 19.—New 
York is the unhappiest, Los Angeles 
probably the happiest of American 
cities—and it isn’t because of the cli- 
mate, either, according to Professor 
Walter B. Pitkin, of Columbia uni- 
versity, whose eleventh published sci- 
entific treatise, “The Psychology of 
Happiness,” has but recently been 
completed, 

_ To hear Professor Pitkin discuss it, 
it is a toss up whether New Yorkers 
are chronically unhappy because they 
are dumber than Los Angeles, or 
whether Los Angelians are happier 
because they are dumber than New 
Yorkers. 

Professor Pitkin himself leans heavi- 
ly towards the residents of Los An- 
geles are being preferable. 

He made a remark himself today 
that any number of Californian native 
sons have made while visiting New 
York, the substance of which was that 
he, Professor Pitkin, wouldn’t live in 
New York if they gave him the place. 

“The trouble with New Yorkers,” 
said the psychologist, “is that they 
can’t be happy because they are al- 
ways ‘on the make.’ 


Peculiar Town. 


News York is a peculiar town. 
There is too great a gap between the 
New Yorker's cravings and the prob- 
ability of fulfilling them.., Everybody 
in New York is out to improve him- 
self, That’s why they come here, from 
the immigrant to the<corn-fed bov 
from the west. They want to improve 
themselves as quickly as possible. 
That's why they are unhappy.” 

A New Yorker, it appeared, works 
and schemes his shirt off to get some- 
thing he wants. And once he clutches 
it he immediately - wants something 
else. Thus he isn’t happy even when 
he gets it. 


Professor Pitkin defines happiness— 
and what a job that was—in one of 
his books as follows: 

“Happiness is the emotional tone 
accompanying the self-tealization of a 
personality. And just as each’ per- 
sonality develops its own wish pat- 
tern, so does it develop its own emo- 
tional tone.” 

That’s where New Yorkers fall 
down and where Los Angeles re 
struggle to their feet. Out in Los 
geles, said Professor Pitkin, you will 
find any number of static -emotional 


tones. 3 . 
. Climate Importaat. 

“Climate has a lot to’do with peo- 
ple’s happiness,” said Professor Pit- 
kin, “but New Yorkers have aa ideal 
climate*to be happy in.” 

Professor Pitkin hazarded that New 
York’s was.a better happiness climate 
than California’s, but added that New 
Yorkers booted their pleasantly va- 
riable climate while Californians 
wrung their “too hot” atmospheric 
conditions dry of every possible joy. 

“But it is true that California, as 
claimed, is the seat of happiness,” he 
said. “I should say that Los Angeles 
is the exatt opposite of New York. 
It is the precise reverse of the whole

GENERAL JADWIN 
RETIRES ON PAY 
OF $8,250 YEAR 


Washington, September 19.—(4)— 
Comptroller-General McCarl has au- 
thérized Lieutenant General Edgar 
Jadwin, retired, to receive the pay of 
a lieutenant general on the retired 
list, amounting to $8,250 annually. 

General Jadwin retired August 7 as 
chief of army engineers. In-that post 
he held the rank of major general, 
but under the act of March 4, 1915, 
which provided that officers appoint- 
ed as members of the Isthmian canal 
commission be advanced one _ grade 
upon retirement, he was retired as a 
lieutenant general, the only one in 
this country. 

The question arose whether he was 
entitled to the retired pay of that 
grade, which was abolished by an act 
of March 2, 1907. Comptroller Me- 
Carl ruled that the act did not effect 
the retired list.

Death To .Public Dishonor 


Berlin, September 19.—(4)—A mys- 
terious: affairs, said to involve a 
prince of the house of Hapsburg, is 
occupying the attention’of the Berlin 
and Munigh police because of its pos- 
sible connection with recent bomb 
outrages in Germany. 

At Koenigsee in the Bavarian Alps 
a 40-year-old stranger disappeared 
after hiring a boat for a row on the 
lake. The boat was later found con- 
taining a hat, a cane, and card on 


which was written “100 marks to the 
| finder.” 


The police searched the room oc- 
cupied by the stranger at a local hotel, 
finding an overcoat and a letter in 
which the writer, without disclosing 


|his identity, stated that unknowingly 
‘he had financed a group of bomb- 


throwers and feared arrest as an ac- 
complice. 


The letter added that the writer 
preferred death to dishonor and re- 
quested that his body, if found, should 


not be placed in his family vault be- 
cause his “crowned ancestors” would 
turn in their graves if they were lying 
next to one who was a socialist, if 
not a communist, in his views. 

The letter requested that the writer 
be buried on the shores of his be- 
loved Koenigsee, with an inscription 
on his tombstone similar to that of 
Napoleon “who was friendly to my 
ancestors.” 

The police maintain the utmost se- 
recry about the case, especially as to 
the identity of the stranger. One ru- 
mor says that he was a prince of 
the Hapsburg line, though others say 
the affair is only a hoax or the act 
of an insane person.

‘from the boat and from the plane 
showed “that the chemical. constitu- 
ents and physical properties are the 
same and the color identical.”

Norfolk. Va., September 19.—(7)— 
Captain Charles Palmer Clark, 43, of 
Langley field, was killed instantly 
this afternoon in a plane smash-up oc- 
curring in a forced landing on marshy 
ground near the field.

to an extent by holding graduates of 
its advanced flying school at Kelly 
Field, Texas, in the service for two 
years. Up to the present the air 
service has uired cadets to enlist 
for one year only. At the end of that 
time, which is taken up in training, 
graduates have been free to resign or 
to accept a commission. Under the 
new regulations all graduates will be 
required to serve. 

This measure, it is hoped, will help 


is “nearly 300. By June 30, 1932, 
the army should have 1,650 regular 
flying officers and 550 in the re- 
serves. 

The ‘navy, also far behind in per- 
sonnel, draws most of its pilots from 
among the commissioned officers grad- 
uated from the naval academy, Thir- 
ty per cent of its pilots, however, are 
required to. be enlisted men. These 
for the past two years have been re- 
quired to sign up for at least three 
years of service after completion of 
their course. 

At present the navy has 520 flying 
officers and 173 enlisted pilots, a gain 
of 86 pilots over a year ago. While 
the naval service, as well as the army, 
has suffered considerable losses to 
commercial aviation, the most serious 
of these have been in the rank of tech- 
nicians and highly skilled mechanics.

Three crew members were hurt when 
a large amphibian plane of the Pan- 
American Airways crashed in taking 
off from the airport here this morning. 
The injured are: F. L. Fatrouse, ra- 
dio operator; Robert Hively, co-pilot, 
and Leo Terlezky, pilot. The latter 
two were not badly injured and were 
discharged from*®the hospital after 
treatment for cuts and bruises, but 
I’atrouse suffered a ‘broken arm and 
possible internal injuries. 

The plane, botind for the Canal 
Zone with mail, crashed from a slight 
altitude, landing on its tail and right 
wing. The entire tail structure was 
crumpled into a mass of twisted metal 
and one wing was broken but the bow 
of the ship apparently was not badly 
damaged. 

The mail was loaded into a substi- 
tute plane which took off at 9 a. m., 
less than an hour after the crash. 
On the second plane as passengers 
were Mr. and Mrs. EB.

Columbus, Ga., September 19.—(/) 
“She needed killing” was the only ex- 
planation offered by J. W. Howard, 


68, for his alleged attempt ‘to shoot 
Mrs. Eleanor Walker several weeks 
ago, as he appeared yesterday before 
Judge C. F. MeLaughlin to plead 
guilty to a charge of assault with in- 
tent to murder. : 

Judge McLaughlin had difficulty in 
obtaining information from the aged 
defendant, who first stated that he 
pointed a pistol at the woman and 
that it was discharged as she snatched 
it from him. Then he went on to 
tell a rambling story of lending money 
to Mrs. Walker, who worked in the 
same cotton mill with him. 

_ Howard said she “talked sweet to 
him” when he gave her the money and 
told him she was “getting. a divorce 
on the installment plan,” and would 
marry him when she obtained it. In 
answer to Judge McLaughlin’s query 
as to why he tried to kill Mrs: Walker, 
Howard repeated, “A woman of her 
type needed killing and I always will 
think so.”
